Applications for approval of the transfer directly or indirectly of 
the effective ownership or control of: 


a) Bushnell Communications Limited, licensee of a cable 
television system in Rockland, Ontario (750053100) 

b) Ottawa-Cornwall Broadcasting Limited, licensee of 
CJOH-TV Ottawa, CJOH-TV-8 Cornwall and CJOH- 
TV-6 Deseronto, Ontario (750054900) 

c) Laurentian Cablevision Limited, licensee of cable 


television systems in Aylmer, Lucerne, Deschenes, Hull 


and Touraine, Quebec (750055600) 


and of the broadcasting undertakings operated by them, through 
the transfer of 894,802 common shares (52%) of Bushnell Com- 
munication Limited from Western Broadcast Holdings Ltd. and its 
associates to Standard Broadcasting Corporation Limited. 


In its decision CRTC 75-78 dated March 13, 1975, the Commission 
approved the above applications. This decision was subsequently 
appealed to the Federal Court of Appeal by certain minority share- 
holders of Bushnell Communications Limited. In a Judgement dated 
December 12, 1975, the Federal Court of Appeal set aside the 
Commission's decision on the basis that, in deciding these share 
transfer applications, the Commission did not have the jurisdiction 
to impose the following condition contained in its decision CRTC 
75-78. 


"The Commission will require, as a condition of its approval 
of these applications, that Standard agree to cause Bushnell 
to divest itself of its cable television undertaking at Rock- 
land, Ontario, as well as its interests in Laurentian Cable- 
vision Ltd. and Skyline Cablevision Limited.

In its judgement, the Federal Court of Appeal directed the Com- 
mission to reconsider and redetermine these applications without the 
inclusion of any condition not authorized by the Broadcasting Act.

Western Broadcast Holdings Ltd. (Western") a subsidiary of Western 
Broadcasting Company Limited, acquired the present holdings of 
approximately 52% of the shares of Bushnell Communications Limited 
("Bushnell") through a series of block purchses, share exchanges 

and market purchases in 1971, 1972 and 1973. The Commission's 
position in regard to the acquisition of the shares was fully set out 

in its Public Announcement dated June 2, 1972. Since that time, 
the Commission has denied three applications for transfer of control 
of Bushnell (Decisions CRTC 72-316, 74-58 and 74-390) . 


At the public hearing in connection with the present applications, 
representatives of Standard Broadcasting Company Limited 
("Standard") committed themselves to ensure ‘that CJOH-TV and its 
rebroadcasting transmitters will provide considerably strengthened 
local and regional news and public affairs service. This commit - 
ment was based on extensive preliminary research. The represent 
atives of Standard also outlined an on-going research program to 
assure that CJOH-TV will continue to respond to the needs of the 
people of the National Capital - St. Lawrence Seaway - Ottawa 
Valley region. 


The Commission expects Standard to fulfill its commitments to 
strengthen the role of CJOH-TV in its licensed area, as a signi- 
ficant program source-for the CTV Network and as an active centre 
for the production of television programs for general distribution. 


The Commission has considered the interventions of two groups of 
minority shareholders in Bushnell, and particularly their request that 
Standard should purchase such minority shareholdings on a basis 
comparable to that on which the shareholdings of Western were 
acquired. At the public hearing the President of Standard promised 
to review the position of the minority shareholders after Standard 

has had an opportunity to assess inore fully the operations of Bushnell. 


The Commission will expect the diverse community interests served 
by Bushnell and its subsidiaries to be represented on the Boards of 
Directors of the companies. 


The Commission will review with Standard at the time of the licence 
renewal for CJOH-TV the progress made in implementing the com~ 
mitments for local and regional programming and the plans for 


strengthening the role of Bushnell in the CTV Network and in pro- 
gram production.

The resignation came during a 
discussion about a motion by Council- 
lor Marvin Brooks, which he believed 
would reduce the work load for Mr.

Shannonville 


Solution to lease arrangement cited 


It seems that the long debate over 
the future of some properties in 
Shannonville which belong to the 
Tyendinaga Reserve may be coming 
within sight of a solution. 

Conflict had arisen in January 
1973 over the terms of a lease, signed 
in 1838 in which the Province of 
Upper Conada rented 200 acres from 
the Tyendinaga Band for the price of 
30 barrels of flour per year. Recently 
the Mohawks began to refuse delivery 
of the flour, and steps were taken to 
try and update the lease. 

The solution, said Ted Morton, of 
the Federal Department of Indian 


Affairs and Northern Development, 
will be for the Department to purchase 
200 acres of land for the Band in ex- 
change for the 200 acres in question 
in Shannonville. The Department is 
now in the process of purchasing two 
farms near Marysville for the exchange. 

For over a year, the Band Council, 
the Department and those who rent the 
land have been working together to 
find a solution. Should the proposal 
become a reality, not only would the 
Mohawk Band regain 200 acres of 
useable land, but the Shannonville 
tenants would be given an opportunity 
to purchase the properties from the 


Federal Government or to continue 
with lease agreements as they stand. 

While a solution may have been 
found, it will be some time before it 
becomes a reality, while searches of 
documents are carried out. 

Mr. Morton predicted that the 
Band Council would recommend app- 
roval of the exchange, "because the 
200 acres of farmland will be more 
valuable to the Band than the Shann 
onville land on which the rent is 
limited. 

It is expected that the government 
will pay close to $150,000 for the two 
Marysville farms.

Rabies on increase 


Dr .C.R. Lenk, the Medical 
Officer of Health for the County of 
Hastings, has warned that there have 
been a noticeable number of cases of | 
Rabies diagnosed recently in the 
Trenton area with both wild and 
domestic animals involved. 


"The public is therefore warned 
against approaching wild animals and 
advised to keep their dogs tied and 
under control ," he said. 

If a wild animal is shot, it should 
be shot through the body and not 
through the head, and the Health of 
animals Office in Belleville informed. 


Dr. Lenk said that a suspicious 
looking domestic animal should not 
be shot, but confined, fed and 
watered for |4 days, during which 
time it should be observed by a 
veterinarian. 

In case a human being is involved, 
by being bitten or scratched by an 
animal, a doctor should be contacted. 

Dr. Lenk said that ordinary hand- 
ling of a rabid animal is usually of 
no importance, “if there is no saliva 
deposited on broken skin." 

He urged that more use be made 
of anti-rabies Clinics, noting that 
the last one held recently in Trenton 
was poorly attended. 

"Please remember," he cautioned, 
"that Rabies is a deadly disease."

One in four of the schoolchildren 
in Hastings County missed a day of 
school last week because of the 
heavy snowfall on Monday night. 

Figures released by the Board 
of Education indicated that more 
than 5,000 students were affected 
by the reduced bus service resulting 
from the heavy snowfall. 


Ontario Hydro 's Lennox Gener- 
ating station near Bath is at last 
producing power commercially, and 
for the first time since the giant 
smokestacks appeared on the horizon, 
one can be seen smoking steadily.

Of the funds allocated, $5,000 ore 
to be used for maintenance, and the 
balance, $18,600 is to be used for 
new construction. 

While the allocation represents a 
substantial sum, it is allocated as a 
subsidy to funds budgeted by the town 
for the work, and Clerk-Treasurer Sam 
Knapp explained that the town would 
be obliged to spend close to $60,000 
to qualify for the full allocation. 

That figure includes other activities 
which the town undertakes, including 
using the town backhoe to open graves 
at the cemetery, maintenance of side- 
walks and the operation of town equip- 


ment. These other commitments must 
continue to be undertaken until council 
decides otherwise. 

Council did announce however, that 
it would no longer open the graves, 
the original decision had been made 
to dig them when there was no local 
contractor. Several have started to 
work in the area and the town does 
not wish to provide competition. 

In a letter from the Minister of 
Transportation and Communications, 
James Snow, he noted that while most 
communities had received reduced 
allocations because of budget cut- 
backs, the town of Deseronto had 
in fact received an increased allo- 
cation. 

Council will determine how much of 
the allocation will be used when the 
1976 budget is struck this spring. 


Jailed for impaired driving 


Donald Bradshaw, 20, a res- 
ident of Deseronto, and Lennox 
Hill, 61, of RR 1, Deseronto, were 
sentenced to 10 days in the Quinte 
Regional Detention Centre after 
pleading guilty to charges of im- 
paired driving. 

It was the first offence for both 
men. 

The sentence is part of a new 
program, introduced by Judge 
J.L. Clendenning to crack down 
on impaired drivers and to sentence 
even first offenders to jail terms. 

Over 20 people have been sent 
to jail so for, under the program 
to sentence first time offenders 
to jail when convicted of im- 
paired driving.

Buckle the kids up 


Since Ontario's new safety belt 
law came into effect, mony people 
have been calling the Ontario 
Safety League for advice, particularly 
parents of small children. Under the 
new legislation, drivers are responsi- 
ble for making sure that any of their 
possengers under the age of 16 cre 
properly restrained. Yet what do 
you do with a child who is too big for 
the child car- seats available on the 
market, and too small to use the safety 
belf assembly installed in your car. 

Because of their under-developed 
pelvic structures, children under 40 
or 50 pounds should be protected by 
special restraining devices capable of 
distributing collision forces over a 
large area of the body. 

There are few, if ony, special rest- 
raining devices readily available for 
children just over that weight. They 
must wear standard safety belts. 

However, the standard lap and 
shoulder assembly is not recommended 
for individuals under four feet seven 
inches in height. If the shoulder 
belt stretches across the child's face 
or neck, the child is too small. 

The back seat of o car is safer than 
the front and the centre of the back 
seat-away from the doors- is the best 
position. Parents may find a booster 
cushion helpful in positioning the 


lop belt at the correct angle, (45 
degrees) low over the child's hips, 
especially in bench-type seats. It 
not only improves the belt angle, it 
improves the child's ability to see out 
the windows. It will also be of help 
in some earlier model cars containing 
lop belts that cannot be adjusted snug 
enough to the small frame of a young 
child. 

Newer model cars do not have this 
problem. A fairly light block of 
styrofoam would make a good booster 
cushion. For comfort's sake, it should 
not extend beyond the bend of the 
child's knee. Soft cushions should not 
be used for this purpose. 

They crush under the weight of the 
child and, in the event of a sudden 
stop, slide from under the child. 

Once the child is tall enough to 
see out the car windows, the cushion 
may be ommitted, provided the lap belt 
in the car will snug down on the hips. 

When wearing safety belts, children 

should sit up straight, with their 

backs against the back of the carseat. 
This way, the lap belt will stay low on 
the hips and not ride up over the 
vulnerable stomach area. Never strap 
two children into one belt, or hold 

a child on your lap and strap both it 
and yourself together.

The game was invented by Sam Jacks 
the Director of Parks and Recreation in 
North Bay.

e For tenancy agreements taking effect on or after July 30, 
1975 and up to andincluding December 31, 1975. TEN- 
ANTS wishing to dispute increases up to eight per cent 
for that period must make application on the appropriate 
form by February 29, 1976. 

e For tenancy agreements taking effect on or after July 30, 
1975 and up to and including December 31, 1975. 
LANDLORDS wishing to charge more than eight per cent 
over the rent charged during the last full month prior to 
August 1, 1975, for the above period, must make applica- 
tion on the appropriate form by February 29, 1976. 

e If the LANDLORD and TENANT do not agree on a rent 
increase above the eight per cent guideline, and do not 
apply to have the rent for that period reviewed, the 
TENANT is entitled to a rebate of any rent paid in 
excess of eight per cent by February 29, 1976. 

@ The maximum rent LANDLORDS may charge tenants 
after January 1, 1976 for all tenancy agreements which 
became effective on or after July 30, 1975 is eight per 
cent more than the rent charged during the last full 
month prior to August 1, 1975. A landlord collecting 
more than this contravenes the rent review legislation 
and may, on summary conviction, be fined Up to $2,000.
